Teamster -racketeer controlled 
syndicate. 

Where the 44-year-old Mal- 
loy opened the way to a con- 
tempt citation .was in partly an- 
swering at least two questions 
addressed to him but then re- 
fusing to testify further as the 
inquiries began moving closer 
to the accusations against him. 
* McClellan observed that Mal- 
loy was “cléarly in contempt” 
of the committee. Senator Karl

Elkins, who has been testify. | 
ing freely for three days as to 
his knowledge of tieups between 
Teamsters union officers poli- 
ticians and racketeers in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, told today 
of the formation of a pinball 
syndicate in Portland named 
Acme Amusement Co. 

Through a tie-up with the 
Teamsters union, specifically 
Clyde C. Crosby, organizer for 
the Teamsters in Oregon, Elkins 


testified, the syndicate set out 


to take over all pinball opera- 


tions in Portland and eventu- | 


ally planned to extend opera- 
tions throughout Oregon, which, 
he (Elkins) estimated, would 
have meant a “take” for them 
of “a quarter of a million dol- 
lars.” 

As described by Elkins, 
syndicate issued union cards to 
the bosses of the Acme syndi- 
cate and placed picket lines at 


restaurants and other establish- | 


ments where pinball machines 
controlled 7 op- 
erators were installe 
Choked Off Deliveries. 
The effect of this picketing 


was to choke off deliveries of | 


supplies and drive the recalci- 
trant restaurant proprietor into 
throwing out the offending ma- 
chines and taking in Acme'’s. 

One such operation, he said, 
took pldce at the Mt. Hood 
cafe, where, he said, Crosby 
telephoned the proprietor and 
told him to get another opera- 
tor’s machines out of his place 
“by noon and get Acme ma- 
chines in” or he would be 
picketed. 

Crouch, owner of the Mt. 
Hood cafe, took the stand to 
tell of his troubles oven pin- 
ball machines, which, he said, 
belonged to a Stanley G. Terry, 
another Portland operator. 

Crouch did not appear nerv- 
ous while testifying but he in-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP) 

Israeli Ambassador Abba 
Eban met with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles again 
today in what may be one of 
final conferences on an 
agreement for withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from areas seized 
from Egypt. 

“We are continuing our talks,” 
was all Eban would say to news- 
men upon arriving at the State 
Department to see

ficials went on to Dulles’s of- 
fice for further talks. 

Israeli diplomats passed the 
word that Israel would have an 
important declaration to make 
to the United Nations tomor- 
row. There was speculation | 
that Israel might be preparing | 
to confirm reports here that 
withdrawal of Israeli forcés 
from the Gaza strip and from 
Egyptian territory on the Gulf 
of Aqaba had been agreed upon. 

Mrs. Meir Returns. 


Mrs. Golda Meir, Israeli for- 
eign minister, talked with 
Dulles yesterday, flew to New 
York last night to make a 
speech, then returned to Wash- 
ington again today. 

In Jerusalem, an Israeli gov- 
ernment official denied reports 
that Israel has undertaken to 
its troops from the 


area within 48 hours. 

He said there is no reason 
for over-optimism about the 
present United States-Israeli 
talks on the problem. 

The Israeli coalition cabinet 


is itself split on the question. |

accepted or rejected the report-

Agreement Outlined. 


Officials last night indicated 
American, French and Israeli 
officials had come up with this 
agreement: 

1. Israel would comply with 
two Feb. 2 U.N. resolutions 
ordering prompt Israeli with- 
drawal from the Gaza strip 
and the Sharm el Sheikh 
area which commands the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Aqaba, 
with replacement by United 
Nations Emergency Force 
troops. Orders’ reportedly 
will go out shortly for the 
Israeli withdrawal. 

2. The United States. 
France and possibly other na- 
tions would support an in- 
terpretation of these reso- 
lutions which would keep 
UNEF troops in the two areas

Adenauer Tells Bulganin, However, That 
Friendship Depends Entirely on So- 
viet Support for Unification. 


BONN, Feb. 28 (AP)—Chan- 
cellor Adenauer has accepted 
Soviet Premier Bulganin’s sug- 
gestion that West Germany and 
the Soviet Union build up their 
trade. 

But he said development of 
real friendship between the 
two nations depends entirely on 
“Soviet agreement to the res- 
toration of German unity.”

The report concerned a book- 
let, “The Federal Power Pro- 
gram: Its Background, Growth 
and Consequences.” This was 
given to then Secretary of In- 
terior Douglas McKay in 1953, 
shortly. after he took office, and 
was listed in the Interior De- 
partment library as a booklet of 
“factual information,” the re- 
port said 
The report said the publish- 
er was not identified, except for 
a “vague recital” of sponsor- 
ship by unidentified Rocky 
Mountain power companies. 
Actually, the subcommittee 
said its investigation showed 
the .companies were Arizona 
Public Service Co., Public Serv- 
ice Co. of Colorado, Montana 
Power Co., Utah Power & Light 
Co. and the Idaho Power Co. 
Research, art and publishing 
were done by Ebasco Service, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Electric 
Bond & Share Co., the report 
said. 
The report said the companies 
decided in 1952 to have the 
booklet prepared and given to 
the incoming officials of the In- 
terior Department. 
“It was obviously designed 
to ‘brainwash’ the new Interior 
Department officials and to cre- 
ate or strengthen in them a 
sense of hostility to the federal 
power program as it then ex- 
isted,” the report charged. 
As a matter of fact, it sald, 
Interior officials have since 1953 
“to a large extent put into ef- 
fect” a program advocated by 
Ebasco and included in an ap- 
pendix to the booklet “to dis- 
mantle and subvert the federal 
power program.” 
Identification Urged. 
The report said the subcom- 
mittee did not object to anyone 
presenting information to a gov- 
ernment agency, but it recom- 
mended legislation to require 
utilities sponsoring such infor- 
mation to identify themselves 
in the material. 
The report said representa- 
tives of three of the utilities 
testified the cost of the booklet 
was charged “in such a way 
that they were borne by the 
rate payers, not the stock- 
holders.” It urged the Federal 
Power Commission to deter- 
mine whether this was proper. 
The subcommittee also called 
for a thorough investigation of 
the relationship of Electric 
Bond & Share Co., Ebasco, and 
former subsidiaries of Electric 
Bond & Share.

He said last night that “per- 
haps his statements concerning 
Jupiter had been somewhat mis- 
interpreted.” 

Long Rivalry. 

There has been longstanding 
rivalry between the Army and 
Air Force over development of 
a 1500-mile missile. The Air 
Force candidate is the Thor. 

Wilson, in a written statement 
issued through a Pentagon 
spokesman, said he “intended 
to convey” that only one inter- 
mediate range ballistic missile 
will be considered for opera- 
tional use. 

He said the “previously con- 
templated program of produc- 
ing two missiles had been 
changed with the cancellation , 
of one from the program, and 
further that the Air Force 
would be responsible for plan- 
ning the production and em- 
ployment of the final missile.” 

The statement did not make 
clear what he meant by cancel- 
lation. He apparently meant 
that plans to use two missiles 
had been cancelled, rather than 
plans to develop two. 

Wilson added that “for the 
time being, testing of both the 
Jupiter and the Thor will go 
forward.” 

“Selection of the missile to 
be employed will be made at 
a later date,” he added. 

Army Complains. 

It was known that Wilson's 
statement was released at the 
persistent request of the Army. 
|The Army said earlier that 
'*headline stories stating that 
the Jupiter is cancelled are mis- 
leading.” 

Secretary of the Army Wilber 
Brucker released this statement 
after he had complained to Wil- 
son that some news stories gave 
the impression the Army's big 
missiles agency at Huntsville, 
Ala., was going out of business 
immediately. 

Wilson assured his Army col- 
league that nothing of the sort 
was meant, 

At his news conference Tules- 
day, Wilson said flatly there 
will be only one intermediate 
ballistic missle for use by forces 
based on land. He explained 
that the great amount of work 
done by Army scientists and en- 
gineers might well contribute 
to the missile that eventually 
will be built.

It was the second killing in 
which Lowe, operator of Lowe's 
Funeral Home, 2930 Dickson 
street, had been involved. In 
1934 he shot and killed another 
deputy constable in a pistol 
fight. He was indicted on a sec- 
ond degree murder charge and 
was acquitted at a trial in cir- 
cuit court. He is a Negro. 

Charged with the murder of 
Mary Peoples, also a Negro, 
who was shot to death in front 
of her beauty shop at 2904 
Chouteau avenue, Jan. 26, 1951, 
Lowe was found guilty by a 
circuit court jury, which fixed 
his punishment at 40 years in 
prison, The conviction was re- 
versed on an appeal on ground 


of error in the court’s instruc- 
tions. and a new trial was or- 
dered 


A jury was being selected for 
the second trial, before Judge 
James F. Nangle in March 1954, 
when Lowe entered a plea of 


i guilty of second degree mur- 
der, and received a 12-year

Under the heading, “New Shield

A Job Well Started 


The attack on the regulatory phase of the nurs- 
ing homes problem is well under way at Jeffer- 
son City. The Senate has passed the Spradling 
bill to tighten regulations, and a bill creating a 
joint Senate-House committee to inquire into 
the whole nursing-home problem. Gov. Blair 
has appointed a citizens’ committee headed by 
Sidney Maestre, St. Louis banker, to draw up a 
code of fire safety standards. 

While much, therefore, is in the works on the 
regulatory front, correspondingly little seems 
prospective on the economic front, which is basic 
to the long-range solution of this problem. 

Old-age pensioners do not seek out substand- 
ard nursing homes because they prefer them, or 
because kinsmen or friends in charge of their 
affairs prefer them. Nursing home operators 
do not in the vast majority of cases run sub- 
standard homes in preference to modern, well- 
appointed homes. Both guests and operators 
are making the best of what in Missouri is not, 
at best, too good a bargain. 

It is going to be necessary to establish and 
enforce stricter regulation of nursing homes in 
the state—but that is not all. It will be a basic 
necessity to enable the needy to pay at least 
the minimum charges at which truly standard 
nursing-home facilities can be made available. 

Only then can the State fairly demand that 
the operators maintain high standards. Gov. 
Blair has spoken no truer word than when he 
said: “If we closed all the substandard homes 
now, we will drive 10,000 persons into something 
worse.” 

The maintenance of good standards must be 
made economically possible—for the guest to 
pay, and for the operator therefore to provide. 
Maintenance of those standards must be insisted 
upon by an alert and determined enforcement 
agency and citizenry. 

It seems to us, accordingly, that members of 
the proposed joint legislative committee ought 
to occupy themselves with the economic prob- 
lems involved as well as with problems of law 
and enforcement. Those problems are insepar- 
able in the lives of our elder citizens, and cannot 
realistically be dealt with in twin vacuums. 
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McCarthy vs. Brennan 

It is hard to read the news report of Justice 
Brennan's replies to Senator McCarthy without 
coming to the conclusion that the new Supreme 
Court member went some little distance in ac- 
commodating himself to the Wisconsin Republi- 
can's inquisition. 

When he was a judge on the New Jersey 
Court of Appeals, Justice Brennan denounced 
present-day “Salem witch hunts.” In answer to 
questioning by Senator McCarthy, the newest 
Supreme Cour! member said he did not mean 
congressional committees, but “the general 
hysteria” dominating the internal fight against 
Communism. 


We wish Justice Brennan had said bluntly 
just what he did mean, since the McCarthy in- 
quisitions obviously were “witch hunts.” Every- 
body else who used the term meant the carni- 
vals of injustice and smear that the Wisconsin 
Republican ran virtually as a one-man show. 

What did the new Supreme Court member 
gain by backing up? Little if anything at all. 
Senator McCarthy is still against him. The one 
sure lesson is that Supreme Court appointees 
ought not to serve on the bench, save in emerg- 
encies, until after Senate confirmation. No 
member of the Supreme Court ought to be re- 
quired to leave pending cases and undergo the 
personal badgering that Justice Brennan has 
just taken from Joseph R. McCarthy. 
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Low-Down Politics 

One of the oldest, and most contemptible, 
tricks in the political book is the fake can- 
didacy—the filing of a name in a primary with 
the intent to confuse voters rather than to pre- 
sent a bona fide candidacy. 

Whether a voter is for or against Alderman 
Joseph P. Roddy in the Seventeenth Ward, he 
can only rejoice at exposure of the sleazy at- 
tempt to play this trick on him. Somebody filed 
the name of another Roddy against him, and 
sought to have it appear on the ballot as much 
like the Alderman’s name as possible. The 
other Roddy says he did not file his own name. 
Naturally, the question arises: Who did? The 
circuit attorney and the grand jury have every 
reason to find out, and to prosecute the would: 
be poisoner of the aldermanic ballot. 

Something very similar seems to be going on 
in the Fifth Ward, where a James McQuary has 
filed as one of two candidates opposing the in- 
cumbent John T. Curry. By a remarkable co- 
incidence, the name of Alderman Curry’s other 
opponent is Roscoe L. McCrary. The Election 
Board may not be able to establish a law viola- 
tion in this case, but it certainly is justified in 
inquiring into what looks like a variation of the 
old game of throwing sand in the voters’ eyes. 
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‘Gotong Rojong’ for Democracy 

A sti@bborn knot brings a temptation to cut 
the cord. So President Sukarno of Indonesia 
has turned his back on “imported” Western 
democracy which, in the 11 troubled years of 
his country’s independence, has not produced a 
stable government. Indonesians, he says, do not 
know how to make democracy work. 

In a spectacular speech—during which ships 
rode at anchor and theaters were closed so that 
all might be at the radio—Sukarno called on 
the nation to adopt a “sew style” of govern- 
ment, a style which has marks of dictatorship. 

He wants a new cabinet in which ail parties, 
including the Communists, would be repre- 
sented. No votes should be ignored, he said, and 
the Communists got 6,000,000 in 1955. Western 
style opposition is to be abandoned because it is 
not understood. It is to be replaced by “na- 
tional unity,” or the will of the people. 

Above this “unified” cabinet, Sukarno puts a 
“national council,” headed by the president. The 
cabinet should accept the “advice” of this coun- 
cil, whether wanted or not. This sounds like 
Slightly veiled presidential dictatorship, but Su- 
karno justifies it because “a house divided 
against itself cannot stand.” 

Parliament is pushed into the shadows. Indo 
nesia is a big, united family living in the same 
house, according to Sukarno. Here differences 
of opinion should lead to “brotherly discus- 
sions,” not opposition. The cabinet will re- 
flect the parliament, and the presidential coun- 
cil will reflect society. Obviously society tran- 
scends a parliament which is not regarded as 
representative of society. In this novel ideolo- 
gy, the voice of the President—and his council 
—emerges as the will of the nation. In the 
style of modern absolutisms, the whole thing is 
wrapped up in an appealing phrase: “gotong 
rojong” or “mutual help.” 

If Sukarno_does not realize how lacking in 
mutual helpfulness Communists can be in a 
government which does not follow their line, 
the leaders of Indonesia's great religious parties 
are awake to the danger. They defeated a pre- 
vious effort by Sukarno to bring the Commu- 
nists into the government, and they are ex- 


pected to resist his “one family in one house” 
substitute for democracy. Perhaps they can per- 
suade Sukarno to drop his scheme. If not, Indo- 
nesia faces a deeper conflict, a conflict heavy 
with anxiety for Western governments. Perhaps 
Walter Bagehot was right when he insisted that 
a nation must achieve discipline to be free, 
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Lease, Purchase and Lose 

Testimony from two branches of the Govern- 
ment about the Administration's lease-purchase 
plan leads to an irresistible conclusion. 

Under the lease-purchase plan, the Govern- 
ment, instead of appropriating funds for the 
construction of post offices, court houses and 
similar buildings, signs a contract with private 
interests which then construct the buildings and 
rent them to the Government. After 20 years 
the buildings become Government property; but 
in the meantime the Government has paid 
rentals large enough to cover not only construc- 
tion costs, but the financing charges and profits 
of the private enterprisers it has dealt with. 

A House Public Works subcommittee asked 
Comptroller Joseph Campbell how much these 
extra costs would run to. His answer: on 146 
federal buildings planned, the Government 
would pay $634,500,000 more than it would pay 
if the same structures were built directly under 
direct appropriations. That is a lot of money. 

The committee then heard Franklin G. Floete, 
head of the General Services Administration, 
explain why the lease-purchase program has 
bogged down. It can be made to work, he said, 
if the Treasury will allow higher interest pay- 
ments than at present, and if construction cost 
estimates are increased 11 per cent. 

In other words, the Government is unable to 
get its building done by the lease-purchase 
method unless it is willing to pay a great deal 
more than the $634,500,000 in excess costs al- 
ready in sight under the program as now set up. 


Need there be any question about what ir- 


resistible conclusion it is which this testimony 
leads to? Surely the lease-purchase program 
should be abandoned and the old-fashioned way 


of direct appropriations restored. 
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Thanks to the City’s Delegation 

St. Louis owes a vote of thanks to its House 
delegation at Jefferson City in connection with 
the shelving of the bill to bar daylight saving 
time in Missouri. 

Seventeen of the city’s 18 Representatives de- 
clared themselves against the bill. The unac- 
counted for member, LeRoy Tyus, may also have 
been opposed. In any event the St. Louis group 
presented a virtually united front and now the 
bill is on the informal calendar by action of the 
House. This means that for all practical pur- 
poses it is buried. 

It means also that the rural area represented 
by N. G. Abbott of Stockton and all other out- 
state areas are free to continue on standard 
time if they desire, just as the St. Louis area, 
which prefers daylight time, can enjoy the bene- 
fits of the extra hour of summertime daylight 
along with New York, Chicago, Washington, 
Boston, Philadelphia and many other large 
urban centers. 
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Censorship Is Not the Way 

The Supreme Court did a good day’s work 
when it declared unconstitutional the Michigan 
law dealing with so-called obscene literature. 
This obviously is not because obscenity is de- 
sirable. It is because the laws that concern 
obscenity must be carefully drawn or they do 
more harm than good. 

Alfred E. Butler of Detroit was fined $100 for 
selling a police inspector a copy of “The Devil 
Rides Outside” by John Howard Griffin. The 
bookseller appealed his conviction on the 
grounds that the book could not properly be 
judged by excerpts, that as a whole the volume 
“was not obscene, lewd, immoral or lascivious, 
but was a serious work of literary value.” 

It is not necessary to pass judgment on Mr. 
Griffin's book in order to agree with Justice 
Frankfurter who spoke for a unanimous court, 
including retiring Justice Reed. The court's 
decision is worth quoting: 

The incidence of this enactment is to 
reduce the adult population of Michigan to 
reading only what is fit for children. 

It thereby arbitrarily curtails one of 
those liberties of the individual, now en- 
shrined in the due process clause of the 
fourteenth amendment, that history has at- 
tested as the indispensable conditions for 
the progress of a free society. 

The state insists that by thus quarantin- 
ing the general juvenile innocence it is ex- 
ercising its power to promote the general 
welfare. Surely this is to burn down the 
house to roast the pig. 


And so the law was held invalid. There is 
plenty of room for adults to approach the prob- 
lem of reading material for youths. Let them 
do it in consultation with young Americans 
through home contacts, through school groups, 
through church organizations. Censorship is 
self-defeating as the present case makes clear. 
For if a Detroit policeman had not arrested 
Bookseller Butler, “The Devil Rides Outside” 
would have come and gone and few would have 
ever heard its title. 
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Nuclear Weapons March On 

National defense planning has passed almost 
completely into the realm of nuclear warfare. 
Soon after World War II the burden of defense 
began to shift toward the Strategic Air Com- 
mand with its big bombers capable of delivering 
atomic bombs almost anywhere. 

Under the Eisenhower Administration the 
theory of certain massive retaliation as a deter- 
rent has gained predominance in the nation’s 
defense posture. Two years ago the first atomic- 
powered submarine, the U.S.S. Nautilus, was 
commissioned. Less than two weeks ago Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson announced that nu- 
clear warheads for rockets and missiles would 
be made available at interceptor and guided 
missile bases in the United States. 

Now Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, Army Chief of 
Staff, announces the Army soon will begin re- 
organizing with principal reliance at home and 
abro#ti on nuclear missiles. He told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee that major changes 
will be effected in tactics, weapons and organ- 
ization during the next fiscal year to prepare 
for atomic-age warfare. , 

No doubt national defense requires that we 
be abreast of the times in nuclear warfare. But 
by law nuclear weapons can be used only under 
direction of the President. And the Atomic 
Energy Commission, it has been understood, 
retains physical control. What changes have 
been made in these fields? 

And although most positive assurances have 
been given from time to time that atomic weap- 
ons are quite safe it must be noted that with 
them becoming so widespread the thoughts of 
possible atomic disasters come more and more 
into the foreground. 

There have been instances of missiles going 
out of control. The chances for some trigger- 
happy individual to cause a holocaust certainly 
exist. More assurances are in order as nuclear 
weapons march on.

What the President has said, then, 
is that the United Nations must deal 
with the case before it and not now 
with a possible case in the future, The 
case before it is the withdrawal of Is- 
rael from the Gaza strip and the Gulf 
of Aqaba which the U.N. laid down on 
Feb, 2 as the basis for its utilization of 
the U.N. Emergency Force “to assure 
the scrupulous maintenance of the ar- 
mistice agreement.” 


But the President has also said—and 
to this more attention should be given 
than was done at first—that if Israel 
dges withdraw as called for, and if 
thereafter Egypt should violate the ar- 
mistice agreement or “other interna- 
tional obligation,” which is a very 
broad term, then “this should be dealt 
with firmly by the society of nations.” 

The President undertook to meet 
other arguments. Especially he under- 
took to distinguish between the prac- 
ticalities of the U.N.’s inability to carry 
out its resolution condemning Russia 
for the armed suppression of the peo- 
ple of Hungary. 


The blunt fact is, Mr. Eisenhower 
said, that Russia’s size and power, and 
her Security Council veto, make her 
relatively impervious to other types 
of sanction than moral sanctions. It is 
not a happy explanation, but it does 
not alter the principles, rights, or dan- 
gers in the issues of Israeli withdrawal. 


Mr. Eisenhower was on firmer 
ground in his statement on behalf of 
the U.N. as an institution and its re- 
sponsibilities in this difficult situation 
—as honest and warm as anyone has 
made. There is no answer to this part 
of his plea. If he was firm in char- 
acterizing the Israeli attack as turning 
back the clock of international order, 
he was correct in his appraisal of Is- 
rael’s religious faith and sense of moral 
values. He spoke from a high plane 
when he gave his own moral commit- 
ment to dealing firmly with Egypt if 
Egypt violates the “armistice agree- 
ment or other international agreement 
after an Israeli withdrawal,” and the 
world knows he means just that. There- 
by he added an important support for 
a statement of strong moral power.

A larger U.N. army could provide un- 
questioned protection of frontiers be- 
tween Israel and the Arab states. This 
should have been done back in 1949 
when the armistice agreement was 
reached: But it is not too late if the 
U.N. moves decisively. It is conceiv- 
able that out of really effective U.N. 
police action in this situation could 
grow a permanent U.N. army to safe- 
guard world danger points. 

Only when the peace is secure on the 
Israeli-Egyptian frontier can the world 
begin to seek lasting solutions in the 
Middle East.

Other sanctions may have ham- 
pered the Chinese economy, although 
to what extent is not apparent. 

The now defunct League of Nations 
had sad experience with the sanctions 
authorized by Article 16 of its covenant. 
Twice threat of sanctions proved effec- 
tive; they helped get Yugoslavian troops 
out of Albania in 1921 and Greek troops 
out of Bulgaria in 1925. 

The hint of sanctions caused Japan, 
after its 1931 invasion of Manchuria, 
to walk out of the League. After this 
the British and French, afraid to anger 
the truculent Japanese, insisted that 
the League do no more than appoint 
the Lytton commission to investigate. 

When Italy invaded Ethiopia in 1935, 
50 of 54 League members approved 
sanctions. ~~ sanctions were 
to be followed by economic sanctions 
of increasing severity. 
collapsed as member after 
failed to carry out pledges. 

The major reason, however, was 
the infamous agreement between Laval 
of France and Hoare of Britain that 


until Mussolini's forces had crushed 
Ethiopian resistance. 

This abject failure was the beginning 
of the end of the League of Nations. 
By 1938, an effort was made to rewrite 
Article 16 to provide that a League 
member was no longer bound to apply 
either economic or military sanctions. 
The attempt was defeated, but it was 
evident that three out of four members 
no longer considered themselves under 
obligations to resist aggression. 

When Hitler moved into Poland, the 
League was such a frail vehicle that 
there was no call from anyone for its 
intervention. 

The unimpressive story of the use 
of sanctions is worth keeping in mind,

Actually our greatest hopes of avert- 
ing aggression today are lodged in the 
North Atlantic Alliance, the Organiza- 
tion of American States, and many 
other regional defense systems which 
are not plagued by the limitations af- 
flicting the United Nations. With these 
instruments readily at hand, nothing 
is lost and much may be gained by 
leaving the U.N. in the position of a 
bridge between the Communist and the 
free worlds and a mobilizer of world 
pressures for peace and decency in in- 
ternational relations. 


Nothing would be accomplished by 
demanding the impossible of the U.N. 
or by tearing it apart. The better 
course is to recognize its limitations in 
this divided world—limitations imposed 
by the structure of the General Assem- 
bly and Security Council as well as by 
big-power differences. 

Undoubtedly this means playing down 
military sanctions to avoid penalizing 
the weak transgressor while the strong 
transgressor goes free. Members of 
the U.N. must recognize that the force 
it can exert these days is largely moral, 
although circumstances may arise in 
which it could and should apply eco- 
nomic or military penalties. If the col- 
lective membership can keep the U.NL’s 
own moral position straight it will 
merit all the support that the United 
States and other countries can give it.

The United States must exert itself 
in the days ahead to see that the settle- 
ment is just; that Egypt’s participation 


in the acts which led to this crisis is. 


recognized and, for the future, cor- 
rected; that the pressures, in and out 
of the U.N., which have been directed 
toward Israeli withdrawal, are equally 
directed toward ending Egypt's bel- 
ligerency. 

The United States and the United 
Nations have an opportunity in this de- 
bate to demonstrate their capabilities 
for constructive contributions toward 
international peace. If they content 
themselves with Israel's stand alone, 
the opportunity will be lost. If they 
return to the principles of the Amer- 
ican resolution of Nov, 3, and seek “to 
remove the underlying causes of ten- 
sion” in the Middle East “and to 
achieve a final settlement between the 
parties of the general armistice agree- 
ment,” they will have turned a crisis 
into a triumph for peace and justice.

Consumed by His ‘Ambition 


THE INCREDIBLE IVAR KREUGER, by 
Allen Churchill. (Rinehart, 301 pgs. 
$3.95.) 


The rise and fall of a match king 
who was a matchless swindler on an 
international scale is dramatically de- 
picted in this carefully documented ac- 
count against the background of an era 
where the sky was the limit and credit 
apparently limitless. 


Ivar Kreuger, who parlayed his fam- 
ily’s Swedish match factories to a world 
monopoly, dealt in billions and made 
suckers out of the shrewdest financiers 
in the world. He created a maze of 
holding companies, backed by spurious 
securities, which may never be wholly 
untangled. 

Mothers of playmates termed the boy 
Kreuger an “angel child.” But an an- 
gelic expression, which remained with 
him all his life, masked a mountebank 
who became a school sneak and later 
a solitary and powerful figure in the 
canyons of Wall Street and the bank- 
ing circles of Lon- 
don. 

Possessed of a 
superman complex, 
Kreuger played the 
field. Spurred by 
insatiable greed he 
swindled heads of 
governments, con- 
servative Boston 
capitalists, and 
small investors 
with equal facility. 

On the side, he 
\ dealt in gold and 
ame iron mining, ran a 

Allen Churchill TesStaurant, fi- 

nanced motion pic- 
tures, dabbled in other enterprises. But 
his consuming ambition was to be- 
come the match king of the world. Its 
attainment finally consumed him. 

Dizzy financing, involving corpora- 
tions all over the world, some of them 
existing only on paper, and loans to 
European nations in exchange for mon- 
opolies, culminated with the forging of 
$143,000,000 in Italian bonds. 

Finally pressed by perturbed in- 
vestors during the depression era, when 
“dividends” no longer could be ex- 
tracted from capital, Krueger wrote his 
own period to a fabulous career. He 
did so with a bullet to the heart. Only 
then did the true picture of the magni- 
tude of his manipulations begin to 
emerge.

For one thing, it is our most 
frequently served vegetable. 
And certainly it is one of the 
most versatile, since it can be 
prepared in literally hundreds 
of ways. Nutritionally speaking, 
it packs quite a wallop. If you 
classify it merely as “a starchy 
food” and dismiss it at that, 
you may be interested to know 
that one medium sized boiled- 
in-jacket potato has almost the 
same amount of iron as one 
egg; as much vitamin C as a 
small glass of tomato juice, an 
appreciable amount of vitamin 
B and niacin, and if that isn’t 
enough, it also is an excellent 
source of food energy. What a 
vegetable it is. 

When you buy potatoes, look 
for those that are firm, smooth, 
fairly well shaped and shallow- 
eyed. And when you get them 
home, store in a dark place or 
the sunlight may turn them 
green. Sometimes potatoes show 
a greenish color known as sun- 
burn; when they do, they prob- 
ably are bitter. 

It is easy, far too easy, to 
fall into the habit of serving 
potatoes boiled, baked or fried. 
Not that there is anything 
wrong with such treatment, but 
t can become a little monoto- 

ous. So for variety try some 
of the recipies below.

12,000 NURSING 


HOMES CANNOT 
GET US. LOANS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28—The 
Small Business Administration 
has said an estimated 12,000 
private nursing homes through- 
out the country are ineligible 
for federal loans because they 
are considered ‘“‘firetraps,” the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

As a condition for making | 
the SBA requires strict 
safety precautions based in part 
on its own inspections, but the 
agency has been hampered by 
differences in the safety stand- 
ards imposed by the states, it 
was learned. 


Meanwhile, Representative

Tasteful Discourse on Omelets 
Actually There Is No Mystery About Making a Good Dish 


By Hoyt Alden 


F ALL the better known 
() daisies, perhaps one of the 

most written about is the 
omelet. It's quite true there are 
good omelets and bad omelets, 
and a good omelet is a work of 
art, but at the same time there 
is no great mystery about mak- 
ing a good omelet, and there are 
about as many different kinds of 
omelets as your own inventive- 
ness will allow. 

One of my favorites, just to 
give you an idea, is the Cure’s 
Omelet, as described by Brillat- 
Savarin in one of his discourses 
on the physiology of taste. This 
is an omelet for six people: 

Take two well cleaned carp 
roes and blanch them by plung- 
ing them for five minutes in 
lightly salted boiling water. 
Have at hand a piece of fresh 
tuna the size of a hen’s egg, to 
which you will add a small shal- 
lot finely minced. Chop to- 
gether the roes and tuna so they 
are well mixed, toss the mixture 
into a casserole with an ade- 
quate lump of very good butter, 
and heat just until the butter is 
melted. | 

Take a second lump of butter, 
blend it with parsley and chives, 
and place it in a fish-shaped 
platter destined to hold the 
omelet. Sprinkle it with the 
juice of a lemon and put it over 
a gentle heat. 


Then beat 12 eggs and add 
the hot mixture of roe and tuna 
and mix all together thoroughly. 
Make the omelet in the usual 
way and take care that it is long 
in shape, thick enough and soft. 
Slide it skillfully onte the plat- 
ter that you have ‘prepared for 
it, and serve it, to be eaten at 
once.

Let it 
be floated downward on a fine 
old wine, he concludes, and mir- 
acles will happen.

There must bé several hun- 
dred different recipes in exis- 
tence, and almost every country 
has its omelet or omelets. The 
general favorite nowadays seems 
to be the type known as a 
French omelet, and which is 
simple to make. Omelets should 
be made individually, two eggs 
to the omelet. Melt a table- 
spoon of’ butter in an eight-inch 
pan. When the butter is sizzl- 
ing but not burning, poor in the 
eggs, which ‘have pneen beaten 
until they are light, but not 
frothy, with a tablespoon of cold 
water.

Stubborn Ailment

A LTHOUGH we know much more about gout than we 


“I didn’t 


used to years ago, it is still an evasive and stubborn 


disease. For example, it was thought at one time that 
gout singled out royalty and those in high places. The 
“common man” was con- 


sidered to be immune. But 
now we know better. 
Where disease is con- 
cerned the rich and the 
poor are “brothers under 
the skin.” 

Gout can attack any- 
body. It is a form of arth- 
ritis that usually singles 
out the joints in the hands 
or feet. However, it can 
attack many other joints. 
It is because of this mis- 
conception that a gouty 
knee is often overlooked. 

At first, seizures may come only once every year or 
two and last for a few days or a week. If untreated, the 
condition recurs more often. Some patients have an at- 
tack every few months. In the typical case, the joint at 
the base of the large toe becomes red, hot and swollen. It 
throbs and gets worse at night. The patient often gets 
out of bed and sits in a chair with leg raised. The in- 
flamed toe cannot even bear the weight of the bedsheets 
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IF THIS IS HIS FIRST ATTACK, the patient doesn't 
compromise. He calls his doctor the following day. He, 
in turn, takes a blood sample which he sends to the labo- 
ratory. He is interested in how high your serum uric acid 
is. If it is over six milligrams per 100 cc. he is usually 
correct in making the diagnosis of gouty arthritis. X-rays 
at this time are usually not helpful. Only after a few 
years of recurring attacks can we expect to find the typ- 
ical punched out areas on the X-ray film. 

Another confirmation of the diagnosis of gout is how 
you react to taking colchicine. This drug doesn’t seem to 
alleviate any other kind of arthritis except the gouty type. 
If it helps the swollen, painful joint within 24 to 36 hours, 
this in itself is a good enough indication that the condition 
is gout.

DURING the acute attack the prime treatment is rest 

of the affected joint. It is important that the victim drink 
water abundantly. This is essential to wash out the excess 
uric acid in the system. The diet should be light. Low 
in fats and proteins. Sweetbre kidneys, liver and an- 
chovies should be avoided. A we & prescribes colchicine 
pills to be taken every hour as directed until the pain is 
relieved. Another effective agent is phenylbutazone. 
In between attacks it is important that the caloric in- 
take be kept on the low side, especially by cutting down 
on fats. It is important that a victim.is not overweight. I 
have found that many patients were helped by taking one 
colchicine tablet a day for years. Often they did not have 
recurrences. Some doctors have experienced equally good 
results by prescribing benemid between attacks. 


Oddly, some patients with gout remain symptom free 
even though they take a small “nip” before dinner. Others 
are certain that alcoho! brings on their attacks. 

Many persons go along for years suffering joint trouble 
and not realizing it is gout. If in doubt, see your doctor. 
‘ many cases, .gout is not as stubborn and resistant to 
management as other forms of arthritis.

N Monday morning, Nov. 16, 
0 1936, I motored frem the 

Fort to Cumberland Terrace 
with Aunt Bessie. It was a tense 
day. As I went through my small 
activities, my mind was reach- 
ing forward toward David's eve- 
ning meeting with Stanley Bald- 
win, his Prime Minister. 

It was almost dinnertime 
when he finally called from the 
palace. David was always 
guarded in his telephone con- 
versations. This evening he was 
even more noncommittal than 
usual. I could only gather that 
nothing important had been 
lost, but that no progress had 
been made. 

However, there had been one 
faintly encouraging develop- 
ment: Mr. Baldwin had agreed 
to David's consulting his friends 
in the Cabinet. 

The succeeding days were ex- 
traordinary. The issue was fully 
joined between David and the 
Cabinet. In the midst of it all, 
with his whole future trembling 
in the balance, he had to go 
off on an official tour of the 
depressed areas in South Wales. 

While David was away, Es- 
mond Harmsworth, whom I had 
known for some time, invited 
me to lunch with him. I knew, 
of course, that he and his fa- 
ther, Lord Rothermere, were 
sympathetic to David and to me. 
Esmond was chairman of the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Associ- 
ation and, as such, in co-opera- 
tion with Lord Beaverbrook, 
had been instrumental in re- 
straining the British press’s 
handling of the divorce suit. 

During the early part of the 
meal we chatted aimlessly. 
Then, in a matter-of-fact way, 
Esmond said he knew that the 
King wanted to marry me and 
of the difficulties involved. 
Then he asked whether any 
thought had been given to the 
idea of a morganatic marriage. 

I wasn't sure that 1 under- 
stood what he meant, and I 
asked him to tell me what was 
on his mind. He then explained 
that this form of marriage was 
not infrequent among foreign 
royalty: it was one whereby a 
king or prince could contract 
a legal marriage with a woman 
outside the royal circle, with his 
wife, however, not sharing her 
husband's position and titles. 
T ishing and so filled with in- 

calculable implications that I 
could not possibly express any 
opinion as to its feasibility or 
desirability. And I frankly 
told him so. Esmond then urged 
that at least I pass on the idea 
to the King. 

Thursday night, Nov. 19, Da- 
vid returned to London from 
his tour of the coal fields. Aunt 
Bessie and I joined him the 
next evening at the Fort. David 
looked exhausted. With many 
misgivings, I brought up the 
subject of Esmond’s proposal. 
David's face showed his dis- 
taste. The custom of morga- 
natic marriage, he said, had 
long since ceased to be accept- 
able in Britain, and the last ex- 
ample in his family nearly :a 
century before had been la- 
mentable. 

“Whatever may be the out- 
come of our situation,” he de- 
clared, “I can’t see a morga- 
natic marriage as right for you.” 

Needless to say, I shared his 
distaste. Nevertheless, having 
turned the matter over in my 
own mind, I now told him that 
if there was the slightest pos- 
sibility that the proposal might 
ease the crisis and keep him on 
the throne, it was our duty to 
consider it, regardless of our 
own feelings. He sighed wear- 
ily and said, “I'll try anything 
in the spot I'm in now.” 

The following Monday on his 
return to London he sent for 
Esmond. For reasons | never 
quite understood then, and even 
today still find inexplicable, 
David and Esmond decided to 
try it out on the Cabinet. 

The first step was an informal 
call by Esmond upon Prime 
Minister Baldwin. Esmond re- 
ported to David that the Pfime 
Minister was interested but 
wary about committing himself. 
At this point I became alarmed. 
I began to suspect that the 
whole idea, however well meant, 
would turn out to be in reality 
a trap. He would be putting his 
head on Mr. Baldwin's chopping 
block. For the formal presen- 
tation of the morganatic propo- 
sal would give Mr. Baldwin the 
constitutional right to proffer 
the King advice and the King 
would have to take it. 

Once David was in the grip 
of an idea, wild horses could 
not hold him. He brushed 
aside my alarm. On Wednes- 
day, David requested that Mr. 
Baldwin submit the question of 
the morganatic marriage for- 
mally to the Cabinet and the Do- 
minions. Two days later the 
Cabinet met; and, although no 
formal word was transmitted to 
David about the outcome of its 
deliberations, he had learned 
before the end of the day that 
the morganatic-marriage propo- 
sal had been overwhelmingly re- 
jected. 

Although the breach between 
the King and his Ministers had 
not yet appeared in the British 
press, it seemed as if some 
mysterious and silent means of 
communication was carrying the 
story of the hidden crisis into 
ever-widening circles of the 
British public. My house was 
rapidly becoming a focus of 
attention. 

Worse still, I began to re- 
ceive strange letters — some 
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HE whole idea was so aston- 


signed but more anonymous—, 


mostly critical and some even 
threatening. Then David was 
informed of a rumored plot to 
blow up my house. On the Fri- 
day morning of the Cabinet 
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advised that I instruct the 
servants not to disclose our 
whereabouts. 

On Sunday afternoon, after 
a lengthy conference with 
Walter Monckton and George 
Allen, David took me into the 
library and told me how things 
really stood. It was a somber 
recital. He had seen Sir Samuel 
Hoare and Duff Cooper; neither 
had held out any hope that the 
Government would allow him to 
marry me. Though sympathetic 
to David personally, Hoare had 
told him that he had only two 
real choices—renunciation of 
me or abdication. 


David had also consulted 
Lord Beaverbrook, who had 
generously returned from 


abroad to lend his powerful as- 
sistance and who I believe was 
in touch with Winston Church- 
ill. Both had basically con- 
curred with Duff Cooper, “So, 
you see, darling,” David said 
in conclusion, “I'm trying to do 
everything within my power. 
Nothing is yet final, I still 
think something can be worked 
out. In any case, I haven't 
stopped trying.”

N Wednesday, Dec. 2, Da- 
Q vid motored to London and 

received Mr. Baldwin at the 
Palace. David was back in time 
for a late dinner. One look at 
his face told me that the worst 
had happened. 

After dinner he suggested we 
step outside for a little air. 
Then he told me what had gone 
on between him and the Prime 
Minister. The answers from the 
Dominions were not yet all in, 
but Mr. Baldwin was certain 
that their verdict would be an 
emphatic rejection of the mor- 
ganatic marriage. Nor was his 
Government prepared to intro- 
duce the necessary legislation 
for such a marriage in the Brit- 
ish Parliament. This door was 
now forever closed. 

“So it now comes to this,” 
said David.

But the 
American public—which has 
never shown any great sym-

As a result, 
all authorities today concede 
that “loan” is perfectly accept- 
able as a verb.
